The owner of a pet wolf, which fatally

13. was arraigned on a charge of illegal 
possession of an animal on the en- 
dangered species list late last week. 

Arraigned Friday before 29th District 
Court Judge John Seiler was Brian 
Walsh, 20, of Wayne, owner of the wolf 
which attacked and killed the toddler 
when it wandered into the yard of the 
Turners’ neighbor, who had been caring 
for the animal for a vacationing Walsh 


The misdemeanor charge, made 
under the State’s Endangered Species 
Act. carries a fine of from $100 to $1 ,000, 
90 days in jail or both upon conviction 
Walsh pleaded not quilty to the charge 
and was appointed an attorney to repre- 
sent him in his trial, set for next week 
The animal, which mauled the Turner 
child, at first was believed to have been 
a mixed bred Alaskan malamute dog 
However, it is now r believed by some ex- 
perts to be a pure gray wolf

Police intensify search 


for murder victim’s van 


Romulus police are searching for a 
van owned by a Dearborn man whose 
body was # discovered in the city last 
month. They hope the van will lead them ' 
to the person or persons who murdered 
30-year-old Robert Bargeon on Sept 27. 

Bargeon’s body was discovered in a 
wooded area on 1-94 eastbound . just west 
of Inkster Rd . The Wayne County Medic- 
al Examiner ruled that death was due to 
stragulation. 

Bargeon’s van. a 1972 light blue with 
“a lot of grey primer on it has dis- 
appeared,” according to Det Kenneth 
Kraus of the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment. 

“Although there is relatively nothing 
new in this homicide.” Det. Kraus said, 


“we haven't been able to find the vic- 
tim’s van We hope that a the van could 
give us some clues to the persons in- 
volved in the murder.” 

Det Krause said that the van carried 
Michigan license plate which bore the 
following letters and numbers VLW-224. 

“If anyone has seen a van as de- 
scribed sitting around someplace, we’d 
appreciate a call from them” Krause 
added. He said that the Ford van “had 
windows all around it and checkered 
curtains.” 

Anyone with any information about 
the vehicle should contact Det. Kraus or 
the Romulus police department at 941- 
8400 

In an unrelated incident, two men, one 


armed with a blue-steel revolver, rob- 
bed an attendant at the Maverick Gas 
Station, 313551 Van Born early Saturday 
morning and escaped with approx- 
imately $80. 

The attendant, Thomas Harris. 25 
told police that the robbers entered the 
station around 2:20 a m. and “one got a 
cup of coffee while the other went to the 
telephone.”

Enrollment continues to decline in the 
Romulus School District with a recent 
student count showing a loss of 158 
pupils compared to 1980 figures 
According to an unofficial count, a tot- 
al of 5,660 students began classes this 
fall in kindergarten through adult 
education levels, slightly below the 5.700 
projection of school officials Last year 
the district reported an enrollment of 
5,818 

The breakdow n of student enrollment 
included 3.075 at the kindergarten 
through sixth grade levels . 925 in junior 
high, and 1500 in senior high school En- 


rollment in the adult and special educa- 
tion programs completed the “fourth 
Friday” count, used as the basis for 
state funding of local schools 

•Unfortunately, every student lost 
has an effect on our budget,” said Dr 
Terry LeCesne. Personnel and Em- 
ployee Relations Manager “The budget 
was built on a projected 5,700 students 
and now’ it looks as if we'll be receiving 
even less aid than anticipated from the 
state ” 

Declining enrollment has been a

raska man. 

The victim was pinned in his vehicle

body. 

The driver of the semi. Glenn Castle, 
of North Platt, told Romulus police, that 


he was traveling about 25 miles an hour 
when he noticed the victim’s car cros- 
sing over to the westbound lane and was 
unable to avoid the collision. 

According to police reports, Castle re- 
ceived only minor injuries 

The fatality, which occurred Oct. 5 at 
7:20 p m., was the fourth fatal accident 
recorded in Romulus this year.

For example, he proposed that all 
mail be prepaid and that postage 
stamps be used to indicate payment by 
the sender. 

In 1840, the “Penny Black” stamp 
appeared in Britain The issue, showing 
the profile of young Queen Victoria, be- 
came the world’s first adhesive postage 
stamp. 

Seven years later, the United States 
adopted adhesive stamps for use as pre r 


payment of postage Since that time 
hundreds of the tiny collectible items 
have been issued in this country.

Soft-studded snow tires still legal in state

Motorists will find no changes in 
Michigan’s studded snow tire law as 
only tirvs equipped with soft metal studs 
will be Tallowed on state roads during 
certain periods of the year, according to 
the Automobile Club of Michigan 
Michigan banned tires with hard studs 
in 1975?since studies showed they cut 
deep ruts into roads and increased the 
chance^of water buildup which could 
lefcd to dangerous hydroplaning of tires. 

The only soft studs which meet state 
standards are commercially known as 
' ‘Permj-T-Gr ippers ’ ’ 

Trhev may be used on Michigan roads 
nOrth ot a line from Mason to Arenac 
counties from Oct 1 to May l Selow that 
line, they are permitted from Nov. 15 to 
April U 

iMichfgan motorists who violate the 
lgw coijd face up to a $100 fine and/or up 
to §0 d^ys in jail. State Police extend to 
out-of-$tate motorists traveling Michi- 


gan roads the same privileges for stud- 
ded tire use permitted in their home 
states 

Auto Club advises that Michigan driv- 
ers traveling on soft-studded tires in 
states where they are prohibited can be 
ticketed Motorists should avoid use of 
studded tires in any state banning them 

Studs are illegal at any time in neigh- 
boring Wisconsin and Ontario, Canada 
Seven other states in which studs are 
banned are California. Florida. Hawaii, 
Illinois. Louisiana. Minnesota and Mis- 
sissippi. 

Auto Club notes that 33 states allow 
studs with varying restrictions. The Dis- 
trict of Columbia permits studded tires 
from Oct 15 to April 15. 

Three states permit studded tires with 
no specific time limit. In New Mexico, 
they are permitted “only when required 
for safety because of conditions causing 
a vehicle to skid/’ and the law is “sub- 


ject to local interpretation ’ Alabama 
allows rubber studs only and Texas, soft 
studs only Utah allows soft studs from 
Oct. 15 to March 32.

. Eight visually-impaired students, in- 
cluding a Romulus and Belleville resi- 
dent. now learning how to repair auto 
transmissions will make good, if future 
employers see the light 

Sponsored by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Labor Commission for the 
Blind . the students are participating in a 
50-week program conducted by Chrys- 
ler Learning, Inc , the training subsidi- 
ary of Chrysler Corporation, at its 
MoTech operations on Lyndon Avenue 
in northwest Detroit 

“The major stumbling block for these 
students is that potential employers are 
hesitant to hire visually-impaired 
mechanics, “ accordinging to Derome 
Defoe, the program instructor, who 
himself is blind. “In terms of safety, 
they're the best employees because 
they ’re conscious of their limitations, so 
they can’t take safety for granted 
That’s why we haven’t had a major in- 
jury since the program started three- 
and-a-half years ago.” 

The sighted world judges all blind 
people by one person’s performance,” 
Defoe continued “Therefore, I make 
sure all my students are excellent 
mechanics before I graduate them ” 

Defoe, who graduated from the Trans- 
mission Specialist Training Program in 
1978, utilizes instructional tapes and 
hands-on training on vehicles in 
teaching students how to repair manual , 
in-line automatic, and trans-axle (front- 
wheel drive) transmissions. 

Before entering the transmission 
program in March, five of the eight De- 
troit area students graduated from 
Chrysler Learning’s Industrial Skills 
Training Program conducted by the 
subsidiary’s Special Services depart- 
ment. which has become Michigan’s 
largest producer of industrial employ- 
ment and training for physically- 
impaired individuals. 

Upon completion of the transmission 
program in February, 1982. the students 
will be qualified entry-level transmis- 
sion mechanics. 

Four of them, John Anderson of 
Pleasant Ridge; Ford Berger of Royal 
Oak; Scott Jones of Wixon; and Andrew 
Ramirez of Romulus; have already- 
been certified by the State of Michigan 
as Automatic Transmission Mechanics. 

Other students in the program are: 
Marshall Almquist of Melvindale; 
Daniel Dalton of Detroit ; Bradley Har- 
vey of Canton Township ; William Lange 
of Belleville ; and Stanely Sloan of De- 
troit. 

Ford Berger, a retired Royal Oak 
police officer who was blinded during a 
shooting range accident, said of the 
transmission program: 

“Using theory and diagnostic proce- 
dure, the program teaches us how a 


transmission operates, not just how- to 
tear it down and put it back together — 
it ”s a very extensive program.” 

Ramirez likes the self-paced training 
format, “Right now. I’m three or four 
weeks ahead of schedule, because I 
want to get out and work as soon as 
possible.” 

I started out with no mechanical 
ability.” commented Marshall Alm- 
quist, now I can remove a transmission 
from a car. rebuild it, and see if it 
works ” 

Lange, who enrolled in the program a 
few' weeks earlier, agreed “I've 
learned more about transmissions in 
two weeks than I ’d learned in my whole 
life.” 

“It’s a good program, because it’s in- 
creasing my experience and will even- 
tually open more doors for me,” 
observed Daniel Dalton, another recent 
enrollee 

All of the students indicated they 
would like to see a co-op program in- 
cluded in the training “A co-op prog- 
ram would be great.” said Berger 
“That way. we could learn not only how 
to diagnose a problem, but also learn 
about a shop's way of fixing it.” 

John Anderson summed up the stu- 
dents’ feelings. “A co-op program would 
show r the public what the blind can do.” 

After graduating, most of the students 
would like to work in garages or deal- 
erships and eventually open their ow r n 
shops, after acquiring additional experi- 
ence. “1 want to work in a Detroit area 
garage, then start my own business in 
Plymouth,” Scott Jones said 
Berger and Anderson, who are totally 
blind, plan to go into business together in 
the near future Ramirez plans to teach 
high school students. “I’d like to teach at 
Romulus High, my old high school, be- 
cause I want to tell the kids w'hat 
MoTech has to offer ” He heard about 
MoTech from his shop instructor “It 
would be nice if high schools set up voca- 
tional scholarships so that kids could 
attend shcools like MoTech,” he added 
Bradley Harvey, w r ho started the 
transmission class in August, plans to 
work in a shop and go to college for a 


business degree after he graduates 
But these students ’ futures depend on 
just how willing employers are to give 
them jobs 

Stanley Sloan, the only sighted person 


in the class, attested to the studer 
ability “I haven’t found working w 
the blind to be any different than wo 
ing with the sighted. They know th 
area like anybody else ”

Medical folklore and modern medical practice

Medical folklore is one of the most fas- 
cinating aspects of medical practice, 
andjould probably fill as many leather- 
.boujd volumes as classical medicine. 

I Fer example, I had a little old Italian 
l grandmother w ho admonished me when 
•she saw me track dirty snow across her 
: feidshly washed kitchen floor in my 
I first-pair of rubber overshoes. 

I "Whassa matter you? Iffo you wear 
•those boots inna the house, you gonna 
get Crossed eyes."

With that, she'd further punctuate her 
folk wisdom by pinching one of my 
cheeks between her thumb and index 
finger 

For years afterward , 1 carried at least 
two remembrances of my dear, sweet 
Grandma Sorini — a chronically swol- 
len, red. and painful right cheek, and the 
misconception that most people with 
thick glasses were unlucky enough to 
have grandmas who didn’t know a lick 
about medcine. 

And what about all those poor, unen- 
lightened teen-agers with warts on their 
hands. (Most adults have learned what 
causes them somewhere along the line, 
and they just don't to it — that’s why it’s 
only a problem in teen-agers!) And, of 
course, if the problem’s bad’ enough the 


warts can turn to hair, you know 

I had a high school classmate named 
Bobby Mihelick where I grew' up in But- 
te, Montana who suffered from the per- 
version of appetite which somehow en- 
abled him to consume a chicken salad 
sandwich for lunch every day through 
four years of high school 

About the time he started senior year, 
he developed a wart on the tip of his 
index finger. The poor guy temporarily 
became a basket case He thought he 
was a ' ‘prevert "To tell you the truth , so 
did. I, at the time. 

He's now married and has ten chil- 
dren , and none of them has warts — yet . 
He still eats a chicken salad sandwich 
for lunch every day of his life and still 
has a wart on the tip of his index finger. 


Personally, I think it’s the chicken salad 
that did it. 

It’s impossible to determine the 
source of most of this mediela folklore, 
but there’s no doubt that misconceptions 
about everything from gout to gastritis, 
bunions to blindness, and pimples to 
puberty have survived despite volumes 
of hard evidence to the contrary 
In many instance, the folklore is as 
harmless and interesting as a ten pound 
bumblebee without a stinger 
On the other hand, many people have 
been embarrassed, injured, or even kil- 
led by misadventureres in medical folk- 
lore.

Q. How does taking my blood pressure relate to 
chiropractic care? 

1 A: For blood pressure to remain normal (which varies 
from one individual to another), the heart must pump a 
certain, definite amount of blood per minute, the kidneys 
must be eliminating properly and the arteries and blood 
vessels must be able to accommodate this flow of blood. 
Coordinating these organs, muscles and cells of the 
body is the brain. The brain produces electrical im- 
pulses of energy constantly, sending these ‘messages’’ 
to various parts of the body through the spinal column. If 
a misalignment, or subluxation, should occur some- 
where in the spinal column, an abnormal supply of nerve 
energy may result; such a distortion, creating a change 
in the amount of force exerted on the arteries or blood 
vessels, may produce high blood pressure.

To qualify for ULTRA 
VEAP, a soldier must 
(1) be a non-prior ser- 
vice (first-time enlis- 
tee) . (2) be a high school 
diploma graduate, (3) 
have an Armed Forces 
Qualification Test score 
of 50 or more (be in men- 
tal category MIIA), (4) 
enlist for active duty, (5) 
enroll in the Basic VEAP 
for a minimum of 12 
months and (6) enlist in 
one of 72 selected Milit- 
ary Occupational Spe- 
cialties. 

Additionally, to qual- 
ify for the maximum 
ULTRA VEAP incen- 
tive, the soldier must 
successfully complete 
training in a critical skill 
and complete the obli- 
gated tour of duty. 

Basic VEAP/ULTRA 
VEAP funds may be 
used for all education 
programs approved for 
payment of VA benefits, 
including college, uni- 
versity, vocational and 
technical training prog- 
rams. 

Funds may be used by 
persons in the Army 
anytime after the “ini- 
tial obligated tour” or 
six years of service, 
whichever is sooner. 

Funds are paid direct- 
ly to the individual when 
enrolled in an education- 
al program. Funds are 
paid monthly (with a 
maximum of 36 pay- 
ments) by dividing the 
entitlement by the num- 
ber of months the soldier 
was enrolled in the prog- 
ram. Part-time enroll- 
ment will qualify the in- 
dividual for proportional 
payments.

SUMPTER TOWNSHIP ORDINANCE NO. 45 CONT. 


(Continued from Page A-3) 

Section 4.08. Renewal of License 

A license issued by the Board of Trustees under the terms of this Ordinance 
shall expire on March 31st of each year. Prior to March 31st, the operator of a 
sanitary landfill shall file an application for license renewal with the Board of 
Trustees, through the Clerk’s Office Approval of an application for license 
renewal by the Board of Trustees shall be based upon certification submitted 
by the Township Engineer that the operation is in compliance with all local 
and state laws and that the rules and regulations of this Ordinance have been 
strictly observed. Such certification shall be accompanied with appropriate 
substantiating data. 

If the application for license renewal is not certified by the Township 
Engineer as a result of non-compliance with the terms of this Ordinance, the 
Board of Trustees shall conduct a Public Hearing, one ( 1 ) notice of which shall 
be published not less than five (5) nor more than fifteen (15) days prior to the 
Public Hearing date in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township 
and sent by first class mail to the Owners of the disposal site for which license 
renewal is be considered, to the Owners of record of all real property and to 
the occupants of all structures located within seven hundred fifty (750) feet of 
the boundaries of the property in question. The notice shall: 

a Describe the nature of the disposal site license renewal re- 
quest. 

b. Adequately describe the property in question. 

c. State the date, time and place of the Public Hearing 

d. Indicate when and where written comments concerning the 
request will be received. 

The Township Board may refuse to renew' the license if. based on evidence 
presented at the Hearing, the Board finds: 

a. Filling operations are abandoned. 

b. The landfill constitutes an attractive nuisance to children 

c. A public health hazard exists as a result of the activity of the 
landfill. 

d. The operator is in violation of a state, county or local law', 
including this Ordinance; or 

e. The operation otherwise adversely affects the health, safety 
and welfare of the citizens of Sumpter Township 

Section 4.09, Cancellation of License 

If it is determined that the provisions of this Ordinance are not satsifactori- 
ly complied with and/or there exists a serious and continuing health hazard 
from activity at the disposal site, the Building Inspector may serve a notice to 
stop work order by posting the same at the disposal site. In such instance, a 
ten (10) day notice to correct the specified violation(s) shall be served upon 
the license holder and a Public Hearing shall be held, notice of which shall be 
made as specified in Section 4.08 of this Ordinance The notice shall contain 
the reason for the stop work order, together with the time, place and date of 
the Public Hearing. 

The standards cited in Section 4.08 of this Ordinance shall apply at said 
Hearing. 

In the event that the Board of Trustees finds that there is just cause for 
cancellation of the license, all operations and activities at the disposal site 
shall cease until the situation is corrected. In order to obtain a subsequent 
license, a license holder, whose license has been cancelled, shall make ap- 
plication under this Ordinance as if applying for a new license. 

In the event that operations continue either after the posting of the stop 
work order or the notice of cancellation after the Hearing, said activity is 
declared to be a nuisance per se and a violation of this Ordinance and subject 
to injunctive relief by w r ay of temporary restraining order, preliminary in- 
junction, and permanent injunction through a Court of competent jurisdiction 
within Wayne County, Michigan. 

Section 4.10, Fees 

Any application for approval of a site as a disposal area shall be subject to 
such fees as may be established by resolution of the Board of Trustees and 
amended from time to time. Such fees shall apply to all future solid waste 
disposal sites and landfills, all solid waste disposal sites and landfills for 
which applications are pending, any existing solid waste disposal sites and 
landfills, and shall also apply to the expansion of any existing solid waste 
disposal sites or landfills. Fees are required for the following: 

a. Fee to cover costs of review of Special Exception Use applica- 
tion. 

b Fee to cover costs of Site Plan review as part of Special Excep- 
tion Use review procedure. 

c. Fee to cover costs of review of Detailed Engineering Plans for 
disposal areas. 

d. Licensing fee to cover costs of administration, engineering, 
inspection, and policing, with reimbursement on the basis of 
established fee schedule as determined by the Township 
Board. 

e. Fee to cover cost of Annual License Renewal application 
Section 4.11, Payment of Fees 

a Special Exception Use application fee is payable upon filing of 
the application with the Township Clerk. 

b. Site Plan review fee as part of Special Exception Use proce- 
dure is payable upon filing of the Site Plan with the Township 
Clerk. 

c. Fee to cover cost of review of Detailed Engineering Plans is 
payable upon filing of the Plans with the Township Clerk 

d. Licensing fee to cover cost of administration, etc., is payable 
on the 15th of the month for material dumped during the pre- 
vious month. A notarized statement regarding the number of 
such cubic yards dumped during the previous month shall be 
submitted to the Board of Trustees by the licensee with the 
appropriate monthly payment. Such statement shall also in- 
clude an accurate listing of the source(s) of solid waste and the 
volume in cubic yards generated from each source The licen- 
see shall have the burden of proving, to the Board of Trustees’, 
satisfaction, the accuracy of the stated numerical count. 

e. Fee for Annual Renewal of License is payable on or before 
April 1st of each year. 

Section 4.12, Bonds Required 

No license shall be issued or be in effect unless there is on file with Sumpter 
Township, a Cash Bond or a Bond with a Corporate Surety in penal amount of 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) per gross acre, but not less than twenty-five 
thousand ($25,000) dollars, nor more than one million ($1,000,000) dollars. 
Bonding amounts as stated herein are subject to revision by the Township 
Board of Trustees to reflect fluctuations of construction costs in the Waste 
Management Industry ; however, such amounts may not be less than those 
stated herein. Such bonds are necessary to assure that: 

a. The licensee, his agents, servants, grantees, heirs, and 
assigns, will comply with all terms, conditions, provisions, 
requirements and specifications contained in this Ordinance 

b. The licensee, his agents, servants, grantees, heirs, and 
assigns, will faithfully operate the disposal site for which the 
license is issued in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

c. The licensee, his agents, servants, grantees, heirs, and 
assigns, will hold the Township harmless from any expense 
incurred through the failure of the licensee, his agents, ser- 
vants, grantees, heirs, and assigsn to operate and maintain the 
disposal site as required by this Ordinance. 

Prior to acceptance, all bonds shah be approved by the Board of Trustees If 
a corporate bond is offered, it shall be executed by a company authorized to 
transact business in the state as a surety If a cash bond if offered, it shall be 
deposited with the Township Treasurer, who shall give his official receipt

Such bond , whether cash or corporate surety , shall remain in full effect for a 
maintenance period of five (5) years following completion of the landfill to 
provide assurance for the adequate maintenance of all elements, features, 
and appurtenances of the completed landfill site.

ARTICLE 5 00. DISPOSAL AREA DESIGN REQUIREMENTS 
Section 5.01, On-Site Roads 

All on-site roads shall be designed and constructed in accordance with 
current Wayne County Road Commission Standsrds for open ditch , aggregate 
surfaced roads On-site roads shall be maintained in a manner to achieve free 
flowing daily operating traffic uninterrupted by ordinary inclement weather 
and also maintained in a rut-free, dust free condition On-site road construc- 
tion. location and design shall be subject to review and approval of the 
Township Engineer 
Section 5 02 Filling of Wet Areas 

a No filling of any type shall be permitted which will encroach 


upon the Hood area of any body of water, drain or stream, 
b Ditching, draining or diking of earth fills shall be maintained 
so that no fill material shall be washed, eroded or in any way 
enter any body of water, drain, stream, or flow' upon adjoining 
property . 

c No filling of any material shall be permitted, except earth 
material, into any ponded water area, marsh, swamp, former 
gravel pit, nor less than twenty (20) feet above the highest 
expected w'ater table as previously determined 
Section 5 03, Permanent Facilities 

a Suitable permanent shelter and sanitary facilities shall be 
provided and maintained for persons working on the premises, 
b A telephone readily accessible to all persons on the premises 
shall be permanently maintained. 

c. Suitable equipment, the amount and type of which equipment 
shall be determined by the Township Fire Marshall, shall be 
permanently maintained to extinguish fires and adequate me- 
asures shall be taken to prevent their occurrence 

d Adequate numbers, types, and sizes of properly maintained 
equipment shall be used in operating the disposal area and 
standby equipment shall be available on the site or readily 
obtainable from other sources during equipment breakdowns 
or during peak loads. An up-to-date listing of all available 
equipment, both on the site and on standby, shall be main- 
tained and be available for inspection omthe premises 
Section 5.04, Surface Drainage 

The entire site of any disposal area, including the fill surface, shall be 
graded and provided with diversion or impoundment structures, or other 
acceptable drainage facilities, designed to fully accommodate and exclude 
storm water runoff from flowing onto and into the active fill area, to prevent 
erosion or washing of the fill, to prevent the ponding of water, and to prevent 
runoff onto adjacent properties and public roadways. 

Section 5.05, Fencing 

The entire disposal area premises shall be fenced along the site perimeter 
with an eight (8) foot high “chain link” type fence, except that portion of the 
perimeter fencing which parallels any public roadway shall be placed to that 
it is obscured from the roadway by the required earth berm specified in 
Section 5.06, Berming. 

Portable litter fences shall be used in the immediate vicinity of the working 
area and at other appropriate locations to control blowing debris 
At the end of each operating day. or more often as required, litter shall be 
removed from the fences and the grounds and incorporated into the cell being 
filled at that time. 

Section 5 06, Berming 

A continuous eight (8) foot high earth berm shall be constructed and main- 
tained along all public roadw'ays bordering the site. The side slopes of said 
earth berm shall not exceed four to one (4:1), i.e., four (4 ) units of horizontal 
distance to each one (1) unit of vertical rise. Berms shall be seeded and/or 
sodded and planted with evergreen plantings massed in a manner to com- 
pletely obscure the landfill operations from the roadway. Berms shall be 
adequately maintained during the life of the project. Such maintenance shall 
include regular mowing, reseeding and replacement of trees as may be 
required. 

Section 5.07, Potentially Hazardous Gases 
Suitable means of assuring that methane and other gases generated by 
decomposition of materials deposited in the landfill do not constitute a health 
hazard to landfill employees, or to others who work or live in the civicnity, 
shall be provided and employed throughout the active life of the filling opera- 
tion, and shall be maintained in working order following the close of opera- 
tions until such time as it may be determined by the Township Engineer that 
no hazard exists.

Section 5.08, Ground and Surface Water Monitoring 
To assure that ground and surface waters are not contaminated as a result 
of leaching, percolation, and/or surface runoff from the landfilling opera- 
tions. a monitoring program based upon recommendations by the Township 
Engineer and approved by the Board of Trustees shall be established and 
carried out monthly during the active life of the filling operation and annually 
for a period of five (5) years following the conclusion of operations. Certified 
copies of each monitoring report shall be provided the Board of Trustees.

ARTICLE 6.00, DISPOSAL AREA FILLING REGULATIONS 
Section 6.01, Sanitary Landfill Method 
The use of refuse or other waste material as fill material in any disposal 
area shall be with the sanitary landfill method only and shall be so designed 
and operated that conditions of pollution will bot be created and injury to 
ground or surface water will be prevented There shall be prohibited from 
inclusion in any landfill in the Township of Sumpter any explosives, poisons, 
acids, caustics, other noxious materials or toxic wastes, and sludge, whether 
conditioned or not, as herein defined. 

Section 6.02, Work Area Limitation 

The current operating work (fill ) area shall be limited to a single maximum 
ten (10) acre cell, which cell shall be completely filled and covered prior to 
proceeding to the next cell. 

Section 6.03, Refuse Compaction and Cover 

a Refuse shall be spread so that it can be compacted in layers not 
exceeding a depth of two (2) feet of compacted material Large 
and bulky items, exceeding two (2) feet in height, when placed 
as fill material, shall be broken into smaller sections equal in 
height to the compacted refuse, 
b. A compacted layer of at least six (6) inches of an approved 
earth cover material shall be placed on all exposed refuse by 
the end of each working day. The volume of individual cells 
shall not exceed the daily quantity of waste material, 
e Daily and final cover material shall be of one of the following 
soil classifications as described by the “Guide for the Textural 
Classification of Soils” by the U S. Department of Agriculture 
Soil Conservation Service: 

(1) Sandy Clay Laom 

(2) Laom 

(3) Sandy Loam 

The cover material shall be free of large rocks and putrescible 
materials and be easily spread under all moisture conditions. 

d. A layer of approved earth cover material compacted to a 
minimum thickness of two (2) feet, shall be placed over the 
entire surface of each portion of the final lift within seven (7) 
calendar days following the placement of refuse within that 
portion The completed area shall be seeded immediately fol- 
lowing placement of cover material During winter months 
seeding may be delayed until weather allows in the spring; 
however, in this event, adequate precautions shall be under- 
taken to prevent erosion or other displacement of final cover 
material 

Within one ( 1 ) year after the completion of the placement and 
grading of any final cover the entire area shall be dressed with 
four (4) inches of an approved topsoil, seeded with hardy 
perennial grass, and mulched The final cover depth shall be 
inspected on a regular basis and be maintained for a period of 
five (5) years and all cracked, eroded, and otherwise uneven 
areas in the final cover shall be repaired 
Section 6 03, Fnnal Grade Elevations 
The final elevations of the completed disposal area including the final 
cover, shall not exceed ten (10) feet above the average on-site elevations 
existing prior to the establishment of the premises for a disposal area. In the 
case of a highway construction borrow' pit or land significantly depressed 
from adjoining land parcels, the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees may 
permit the final elevations to be greater than the above, but in no case shall 
they exceed ten (10) feet above the grade of adjoining land parcels 
Slope of the sides of the final disposal area shall be not steeper than four to 
one (4:1), i.e , four (4) units of horizontal distance to each one (1) unit of 
vertical rise 

ARTICLE 7 00 DISPOSAL AREA OPERATION 
Section 7.01, Operation 

a The disposal area shall be under the direction of responsible person- 
nel during any period of operation and access shall be limited to those 
periods when such persons are on duty. 

b Access shall be limited to those persons and vehicles authorized to 
use the disposal area. 

c Measures shall be provided to control dust, blowing paper, and other 
windborne debris. 


d. The burning of combustible refuse at the site is prohibited. In case 
fire should be started accidentally in the fill, it shall be attacked and 
extinguished immediately. Fire extinguishers, a fire fighting 
method and adequate means of application, and a supply of earth 
cover for smothering fires shall be kept readily available at all 
times. 

e. Salvaging is permitted and shall be organized in a manner which will 
not interfere with prompt disposal of refuse or create unsightliness 
or health hazards. Scavenging is prohibited 

f. Hours of operation shall be limited to the hours between 6 :00 a.m and 
6:00 p.m., Monday through Friday and 6:00 a m to 100 p.m. on 
Saturday. 

g. During winter operations, an adquate supply of unfrozen earth cover 
material shall be made available on-site. No frozen earth cover 
material shall be placed on the daily refuse fill. 

h. The hauling of refuse or earth cover material to the disposal area 
shall be confined to routes approved by the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees. Vehicles hauling refuse materials, shall have clean 
wheels (tires and rims) before re-entering a public access road. 

i . Adherence to the provisions of these regulations is essential for and is 
the primary means of, elimination of insect and rodent infestation. 
However, if these measures would prove insufficient, adequate 
supplemental control measures, including all measures recom- 
mended by the Board or by the Health Authorities shall be instituted 
promptly. Required supplemental measures may include poisoning 
of rodents and spraying the fill and/or vehicles and equipment for 
control of insects. 

j. Suitable control measures shall be used to prevent dust and odors 
from becoming a problem or nuisance at the disposal area . on access 
roads, or on adjacent properties. 

k. If refuse placed in fill includes paper, suitable measures shall be 
taken to assure that all paper is deposited and covered in the fill, and 
not allowed to blow about the vicinity. The area shall be policed at 
least once daily and all scattered paper and other materials collected 
and placed and covered in the fill. All other necessary measures shall 
be taken to prevent unsightliness, nuisance, or fire hazard in the 
vicinity of the fill or controlling blowing papers 

l. Points of access to a disposal area shall be controlled by a locked gate 
at all times refuse is not being delivered and/or an attendant is not on 
duty. 

m. Operation of the landfill shall not result in noise exceeding 75dbA 
when adjacent to residential land uses, 85dbA when adjacent to 
commercial uses, or 90dbA when adjacent to industrial, or other 
types of land uses. Measurements shall be taken at the common 
property boundary nearest the active filling area. Objectionable 
noises resulting from intermittance, beat, frequency, or shrillness 
shall be adequately muffled to avoid their becoming a nuisance to 
adjacent land uses. Noise levels shall be monitored on a regular 
basis as may be prescribed by the Board of Trustees in a manner 
and with equipment approved by the United States Bureau of Stan- 
dards. 

n. Trucks entering and exiting the landfill site shall be scheduled in a 
manner which will achieve an efficient flow of traffic and avoid 
congestion, either on site or on public roadways. Vehicles a waiting 
entry to the disposal area shall be permitted to park or stand only 
within the site boundaries. 

ARTICLE 8.00 FINAL FILL PLAN 

On completion of a disposal area, the permit holder shall supply to the 
Township, and record with the Wayne County Register of Deeds, an “As 
Built” plan which shall be prepared by a Registered Civil Engineer and shall 
show by accurate references: the actual location, depth, and types of fill 
deposited ; any leachate or gas control facilities which will have to be con- 
tinued; and final surface elevations. This plan shall be drawn to the same 
scale and refer to the same elevation control as previously submitted and 
approved. A copy of the final plan shall be retained by the Township Clerk for 
future reference. 

ARTICLE 9.00 ENFORCEMENT 

This Ordinance shall be enforceable by the Township Supervisor or the 
Supervisor’s employees or agents, as may be designated The Sumpter 
Township Police Department; the Wayne County Sheriffs Department: and 
the Director of the Division of Environmental Health. Wayne County Health 
Department are hereby granted by the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, 
the authority to issue Appearance Citations.

If a hazardous, dangerous, or objectionable condition is observed at the

Section 11.01, Conflicting Provisions 

When there is any conflict between the requirements and provisions^ this 
Ordinance with similar requirements and provisions contained in Act 641, 
1978, “Solid Waste Management Act,” or in applicable administrative rules 
and regulations promulgated by the Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources, the more stringent requirement or provision shall apply. 

Section 11.02, Severability 

If any portion of this Ordinance should be determined by a court to be 
invalid or unconstitutional, the remainder shall be considered severable and 
shall remain in full force and effect ,.r 

Section 11.03, Repeal of Prior Ordinance 
Any portion of any ordinance (s) or resolution (s) heretofore adopted relat- 
ing to disposal areas or sanitary landfill method of operations, including 
Article XVII of Ordinance No. 11, and all amendments thereto, are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 11.04, Penalty 

Any person, firm or corporation in violation of this Ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500) or imprisonment in the County Jail for a period not exceeding ninety 
(90) days or both such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court, 
together with the costs of said prosecution. Each day that a violation is 
permitted to exist shall constitute a separate offense

A test 
of senior 
power 



It used to be that everything was 
permissible if you were one of the 
lucky ones to reach the “golden 
years” and join the elite senior 
citizens club. 

Considering the alternative to 
growing old, it doesn’t despair most 
most of us to see a few more wrinkles 
or grey hairs . But there are anxieties 
with each passing year. 

With a depressed economy, senior 
citizens are usually among the har- 
dest hit. On one hand they are oft 
sought after by the politicians be- 
cause seniors usually are the ones 
who will go to the polls and, ironical- 
ly, when budget cuts are made their 
programs are among the first to go. 

But the seniors in Westland want to 
put a stop to what they believe is an 
injustice caused by bureacratic gov- 
ernment who understandably must 
kowtow to Washington. In Westland, 
the once nationally-known program 
for seniors has become one that has 
fallen on hard times. 

The reason is a simple one from a 
budget of $250,000, seniors now are 
allocated $37,000 for citysponsored 
programs. 

“These cuts have forced reduc-. 
tions in and elimination of many.ser- 
vices which are vital to the well- 
being of many of our older citizens,” 
said David Wiacek, director of the 
Commission on Aging. 

Those cuts are not only felt in West- 
land, but the repercussions of 
Reagan’s economics have hurt most 
surrounding areas and the state. 

But Westland seniors are figHfing 
back. They have asked for and. re- 
ceived permission from City Council 
to place on the Nov. 3 general elec- 
tion ballot a proposition which would 
amend the city charter so that the 
city would be able to levy an addition- 
al 33/100ths of one mill to be "used 
exclusively for providing activities 
and/or services to older persons, and 
to be levied each year for a period of 
10 years commencing on July 1, . 
1982.” 

“In this manner then,” Wiacek 
stressed, ‘‘the seniors will have 
assured themselves of funds for 
financing their programs. With each 
election and with each administra- 
tion on the federal or any other level, 
seniors are always m^eopardy, that 
the services they receive will not be 
funded.” A 

Some of the vital programs include 
Meals on Wheels, Homemaker Prog- 
rams and help to the visually hand- 
icapped and disabled, among other 
things. 

You can bet that the seniors will be 
out in force for this one. And there is 
no camouflaging of issues. If ' the 
proposal is approved, the programs 
for the seniors will be there; if not... 

“Let me say this, we are not going 
to beg anyone anymore,” Wiacek 
said. “We believe our seniors de- 
serve and earn more than we Can 
ever give them” 

And so do we. 


Public life is driving good people out of office

Architect Walter Rohrer does not 
think it an indignity to be called Mr. 
Smoley, although that is not, in fact, his 
name 

Smiling, debonaire, Rohrer is hus- 
band of Supervisor Sandra Smoley of 
Sacramento County . Calif. , and proud of 
it. ’ When an elected official has 90 per- 
cent name recognition, you don’t go 
changing things around,” he says with a 
laugh 

Being addressed by a spouse’s handle 
is one of the least offensive things about 
political life, according to several fami- 
lies of local officials 

Stress on families is “driving good 
people out of public life.” says Commis- 
sioner Roy Orr of Dallas County , Texas. 
And Orr should know: His family has 
been threatened by abusive phone caHs, 
kidnapping and bombs They have been 
hounded by the press He was recently 
mugged on the way home from the 
courthouse. 

Politicians, spouses and children 
complain most bitterly about long 


hours , citizens with gripes . and overexp- 
osure to the limelight. 

”My husband’s irregular schedule 
can be pretty aggravating, especially 
when I have something planned,” said 
Orr’s wife, Janice. ”1 learned a long 
time ago. . . if he doesn’t show upon time 
to go to an event, I can go by myself. 
Having a good time with other people 
around makes me forget about the mis- 
hap,” she said loyally. 

Mrs Orr makes it clear that most 
politicians regard politics as a form of 
bondage. “Once you’re bitten, you’re in 
it for life,” she has said The Orrs will 
soon have some relief, however. Orr re- 
cently resigned his elected county posi- 
tion to assume an appointed federal one 

Added to workaday chores for home- 
makers come the joys of picking up post- 
ers from the printer, cooking for consti- 
tuents and campaigning religiously. 

Mrs Barbara Conder, wife of Com- 
missioner J Richard Conner of Rich- 
mond County , N C. , says twenty years in 
a political marriage has taught her to be 
resourceful. She said she never would 
have made it had it not been for an 
understanding family doctor — and a 


good plumber. 

In exchange for such travail , the fami- 
lies receive through grounding in civic 
responsibility. “Do I ever disagree with 
my husband?” asked Mrs Orr. “Some- 
times 1 do ! But never in public. He’s the 
commissioner, not me.” 

Rohrer admits he often “acts as a 
sounding board” for his wife on the 
issues, then added “That doesn’t mean 
she does what I suggest, but it’s fun to be 
there to see what’s going on.” 

When the issues involve controversy 
— ranging from school busing, zoning, 
and community corrections to finances 
and labor negotiations — families can 
inadvertantly get involved through peer 
pressure 

“We always like to think Daddy is 
doing the right thing,” Mrs Conder 
mused. “It has been very helpful that 
Richard takes the time to explain why 
he assumes a particular position I feel I 
need this information. I may not fully 
understand fiscal policy or technical 
matters, but it still important for me to 
try Then we lay it all out for the chil- 
dren We each deal with our friends as 
we must ” 


Mr. and Mrs. William J. Murphy of 
Rensselaer County. N.Y. had a six- 
month old baby when he decided to go 
into politics. They and the children are 
now seasoned hands, although Murphy^ 
whose county headquarters is 40 miles 
from home, still has trouble getting 
home for dinner, particularly during 
campaigns. 

It is even possible to laugh off crank 
calls, Mrs. Susan Murphy has learned, 
relating a well worn story of a Thank- 
sgiving evening when a righteous citizen 
called to share his frustration over unre- 
paired potholes. "It was around dinner- 
time, when Murphy was still out on 
county business,” she said. “The caller 
went on and on, so pretty soon I was 
motivated to begin telling him my prob- 
lems. Listen sir,’ I said, You think you 
have troubles? 1 have a live turkey here 
and he’s flying all over my kitchen mak- 
ing a mess and. I went on and on. 
When I was through with my litany the 
man was forced to admit ’Lady, your 
troubles are worse than mine,’ and we 
never heard from him . or saw that 
darn turkey. . since!” 


Although many local officials make 
themselves victims of crank calls by 
having their telephone numbers readily 
available most continue to have their 
telephone numbers in community tele- 
phone directories. “The officials believe 
they should be accessible to voters,” 
Mrs . Orr explained . * Whether the call is 
about a dumb thing or an emergency — 
it doesn’t matter,” she added, “You 
have to keep in mind that you’re being of 
service . . . helping people. 

“Folks get irate over little things. But 
chances are, if you talk to them they’ll 
calm down. Sometimes I can refer the 
call to the right county staffer and have 
it taken care of during office hours , but it 
doesn’t always work out that way. 

“People work all day, they come 
home, have dinner and then call us. 
Meanwhile, we re having our dinner 
late because my husband was late com- 
ing home from the courthouse,” Mrs 
Orr said. 

Conflict, furthermore, is not always 
limited to the telephone

EDITOR — I must question the 
conclusions of your Oct. 1 editorial, 
“Re<j ink isn’t always bad/' 

Was deficit spending really good 
for our forefathers? Except in war- 
time, federal deficits did not become 
a habit until recently. Most of the 
“forefathers” who allegedly benefit- 
ted from deficit spending are still 
alive — wondering whether they’ll 
get social security and concerned 
that inflation will eat up their assets 
in ahy case. 

Bdth anxieties are due at least 
partly to prolonged deficit spending. 

To spend money, the U.S. Treasury 
must first collect it, either by taxing 
or borrowing. (Contrary to popular 
belief, the Treasury prints money as 
a pa?d service for the nation’s bank- 
ing system, not to pay for govern- 
ment purchases.) 

If 'it borrows, it competes in the 
money market with business and 
consumers. That causes one of two 
problems: 

• If the Federal Reserve System 
restrains the money supply to pre- 
vent* inflation, government borrow- 
ing raises the price of money (i.e., 
causes high interest rates) ; or 

• If the Federal Reserve expands 
the money supply to hold interest 
rates down, the excess dollars (infla- 
tionVenable business and consumers 
to ’“bid up” the general price level. 
That is, federal deficits cause high 
interest rates, inflation or both. (Of 
course, private credit demands are a 
factpr, too, but government is the 
main culprit.) 

Economists increasingly doubt the 
New beal article of faith that deficits 
create jobs, at least as regards the 
lon^haul. Deficit spending may fool 
business and consumers into a short- 
term spending spree, creating some 
jobs* 

But such expansion invariably 
runs into bottlenecks. Right now, for 
example, our economy suffers from 
antitjuated factories, raw material 
shortages, critical shortfalls of skil- 
led manpower (engineers, tool-and- 
die makers, etc.), low labor produc- 
—

tivity, etc. 

Such bottlenecks prevent produc- 
tion of goods and services from keep- 
ing up with the growth in money 
supply, and that is inflation. Con- 
tinuous inflation in turn causes un- 
certainty and pessimism that even- 
tually results in spending cutbacks 
by business and consumers. Thus in- 
flation caused by deficit spending 
eventually destroys jobs instead of 
creating them, in addition to the 
other damage it does. 

It is investment that eliminates 
those bottlenecks and thus creates 
permanent job-expansion. Corpora- 
tions may exploit tax loopholes, but 
they still pay tens of billions of dol- 
lars a year in taxes. That money 
would otherwise go either for job- 
expanding investment or for divi- 
dents to stockholders (who in turn 
would either spend or reinvest the 
money). 

The editorial erred in calling our 
people and resources unlimited . That 
was an obvious exaggeration, so I 
assume you intended it as an ex- 
pression of enthusiasm rather than 
as a statement of fact. 

Nevertheless, an explicit under- 
standing that both raw materials and 
skilled people are in short supply is 
essential to understanding our econo- 
mic dilemna . Indeed , the eternal gap 
between human wants and the means 
of satisfying those wants is what eco- 
nomics is all about. 

Only research, investment and 
hard work can narrow that gap. 
Merely wishing for wealth— and that 
is what government deficit spending 
all too often amounts to — will not 
create it. 

There is room for debate about how 
bad deficit spending really is. Under 
some conditions, it may even be help- 
ful. But to imply that it is totally 
harmless, always beneficial and 
should be adopted as a permanent 
federal policy is clearly going too far.

The deep 
concerns residents have for their 
school district are evident in the 
large turn out at school board meet- 
ings. 

The Board of Education has work- 
ed hard, long hours to provide quality 
education for approximately 5,700 
students in the Romulus School Dis- 
trict. We have made some hard, but 
necessary decisions, such as the lay 
off of administrators, teachers and 
bus drivers. 

We have tried to stay within our 
budget and provide quality prog- 
rams for the students; however, 
when lay offs occur, students are the 
ones who ultimately suffer. 

Classes become overcrowded with 
thirty or more students while other 
classes, such as elementary art, 
music and physical education are eli- 
minated. 

The Romulus School District’s 
operating revenue for 1980-81 was 
approximately the same as it was in 
1979-80. Because of inflation, we can- 
not buy in 1981 what we bought in 1979 
with the same amount of money. 

On November 3. 1981, the voters in 
Romulus will be asked to pass a $3 
Million Bond Proposal. The Bond 
Proposal, if passed, will get the 
school district out of debt .

Bus problem 
in W-W schools 

EDITOR — I would like to express 
my sympathy to a concerned parent 
from the Van Buren School System, 
who is fighting the system regarding 
the bus routes and the bus schedules. 
I wish her and the other parents the 
very best of luck and hope that they 
can get something done before some- 
one gets hurt 

If she thinks the children are on the 
bus long now, wait until the snow 
comes. 

I, too. am a concerned parent and 
have been fighting the system. 

We are in the Wayne-Westland 
School District and our son is attend- 
ing Beacon Day Care Center in 
Romulus. This is a Special “Ed” 
school for children, who are labeled 
E.I. (Emotionally impaired). These 
children have difficulty adjusting to 
the regular schools, due to their emo- 
tional problems. Many children are 
mainly hyperactive and need the 
structured, controlled classroom as 
they receive there. 

This is our son’s second year to 
attend this school and we are very 
pleased with all that they have 
accomplished. Our son will probably 
be coming back to his regular school 
this year. 

The Beacon Day Care Center 
serves 24 school districts and handles 
children from ages 6 thru 18. Each 
district provides and is responsible 
for their own transportation There 
are 20 children attending this school 
from the Wayne-Westland district. 

We received a letter from trans- 
portation at the beginning of the 
school year stating our son was to be 
picked up at 7 : 16 a.m .. at a particular 
location. We contacted transporta- 
tion. as the location designated was 
several miles away. It was disco- 
vered that they just wrote down the 
wrong street. I am quite relieved that 
this was corrected and clarified. 

School starts at 9 a.m. and we were 
still concerned about the early time 
our son was to be picked up and the 
fact that he was to meet the bus at the 
same location as the Junior High stu- 
dents at almost the same time. ( They 
start arriving from 7:15 a.m. to 7:30 
a.m.) It is well known that this par- 
ticular location is known for drug dis- 
tribution among the Junior High stu- 
dents. Needless to say, our son is not 
allowed at this location due to the se- 
vere drug problem 

We voiced our concern to the trans- 
portation department and the re- 
sponse was “Lady, I have 50,000 kids 
to get to school and I can’t be con- 
cerned about yours.” 

Being very concerned and upset. I 
contacted Mary Ann Czerniak, Su- 
pervisor of Special Ed and voiced my 
opinion. 

I would like to take this time to 
thank her for immediate attention 
concerning this matter. After discus- 
sing the situation with her, she stated 
that she would see what she could do. 
Within one hour, she returned my 
call and had arranged a different 
location for our son to be picked up as 
she too. felt that this was not a good 
situation, Junior High students and 
elementary students at the same 
location, at the same time, especially 
that particular location. 

Also, these are the same children 
our son will be attending school with 
next year. Children can be cruel and I 
am afraid he will be labeled as being 
different. 

Although she was able to change 
the location, she felt there wasn't too 
much that she could do about the 
time, but she would continue to try 

I was told by the Supervisor of 
Transportation, that the reason for 
such an early pick-up was so the bus 
could return to Westland for another 
run. 

Well, 1 finally realized the situa-. 
tion Our son must be ready to catch a 
bus at 7 : 16 a m . ( another child at 7 : 00 


am), ride the bus for an hour and be 
at school almost 45 minutes before 
school starts You realize he must get 
up by at least 6 a m to eat and get 
ready in time, also making it over 5 
hours until lunch time; so that this 
particular Wayne-Westland bus can 
return to pick up children to take to 
St. Raphael’s by 9:05 a m 

Now, it is my understanding that 
this school and other private schools 
in Wayne-Westland pay for the use of 
our busses and I assume they are, but 
it is not right for our children to have 
to get up at such a ridiculous hour to 
make it convenient for the private 
schools. Let those children go to 
school early ! 

I really feel our children’s needs, 
especially Special “Ed” children, 
should be considered first, before our 
busses are used for others. I feel 
Wayne-Westland should provide 
transportation for our children, be- 
fore they consider trying to provide 
transportation to private schools. 

I do not resent our school district 
providing transportation for private 
schools (as I said, I assume that they 
are paying for it), but I do object to 
our children being shifted to such an 
early time and being at school so far 
ahead of the opening time to make it 
convenient for them. 

The bus drivers and aides have had 
a difficult time controlling some of 
the children on the busses in the past. 
(As I said, some are just hyperactive 
and other children really do have 
other serious problems. ) Do you real- 
ly think this is going to help the situa- 
tion 9 

This situation is causing a great 
deal of stress on the children, the pa- 
rents, bus drivers, aides and need I 
say the teachers who must be at 
school early to supervise these chil- 
dren. The children are tired, hungry 
and restless before school starts, and 
I am sure it isn’t a pleasant situation 
for everyone involved. 

Perhaps we can work something 
out to help all children concerned. 

Please let the concerned parents of 
the Wayne-Westland district know 
how we can fight the system.

Corner bar owner in Wayne eyes

A maize and blue facelift has trans- 
formed a shot-and-beer corner bar into 
the talk of the town. 

Jake’s Lounge, located on Wayne

This $5,000 exterior remodeling effort 
has prompted accolades from city offi- 
cials, local patrons and even motorists 
passing by the area. Most important for 
owners Harry and Jinny Davidson and 
son, Jake, the Wolverine motif has in- 
creased business. 

‘tit’s made us very visible,” re- 
marked Jake. “We’ve always enjoyed 
the jock crowd and this has just brought 
in tnore people. Now we’ve started re- 
modeling the men’s and women s rooms 
and then we plan to redesign the in- 
terior. 

*'I like to see a lot of pictures on the 
walls , ” he added , pointing to a large mu- 
ral on the back wall depicting such not- 


ables as Babe Ruth, Gordie Howe and 
Anthony Carter “It isn’t meant to copy 
the Lindell AC (popular Detroit sports 
lounge), but I do like the way they use 
photos.” 

Why the preference for maize and 
blue? 

There’s a simple explanation. Jake, 
you see. is a diehard U-M football fan 
who travels to Saturday games in his 
maize and blue Blazer with a horn that 
plays “The Victors.” The owner of four 
season tickets, he parties with a large 
group of fellow fanatics on the U-M golf 
course before the kickoff. 

“I’ve always enjoyed watching good 
football,’’ Jake said. “And Michigan’s 
colors are also similar to Wayne High’s 
which doesn’t hurt. We re trying to por- 
tray a good, winning spirit and these col- 
ors are something everybody can relate 
to. 

“It’s not all Michigan, we have some 
green and white on the murals too,” he 
observed with a smile. 

Sitting at a table with the buzz of a 
lunch crowd s conversation in the back- 
ground , one is quickly aware that Jake’s 
Lounge is not a johnny-eome-lately to 
the bar scene. From its beginnings as a 
“speakeasy” to its more recent times 


under the Davidson’s ownership, the 
location has always housed a shot-and- 
beer type of establishment. 

Sparked by Jake’s avid interest in 
athletios, Jake’s Lounge boasts spon- 
sorship of three softball teams, four vol- 
leyball squads, numerous bowling and 
hockey teams. 

But nothing has caused such a stir as 
that eye-catching exterior. Jake re- 
ported that one caller complimented the 
work while admitting she never planned 
to frequent the place. Wayne Council- 
man Manny Lentine has suggested the 
city officially recognize Jake’s Lounge 
for its improvements. Word of mouth 
has brought visitors from neighboring 
communities to see the new Jake’s 
Lounge, designed with the help of Bob 
Perrish, a local artist. 

“We want to stay active in the com- 
munity,” said Jake, while confirming 
that the Wolverine gridder on the in- 
terior mural painted by Jim Bowman 
was indeed Wayne High graduate Rick 
Rogers. “That means we’ll continue to 
do what we’ve always done, like having 
Santa Claus visit here before 
Christmas.” 

A maize and blue Santa Claus? 

“That’s a thought,” Jake declared.

Guitarist Mike Skill was surprised to find he had 
been replaced by Coz Canler, a guitar player the band 
had met in Florida. 

Live, I was unimpressed by Canler, because even 
though he was a good showman, all of hisYiffing tended 
to sound the same. They were just passing the time, 
waiting for a fresh start with album number three. 

“The next record is gonna be so — good!’’ Jimmy 
Marinos, the group’s drummer who sang the hit ‘ ’What I 
Like About You", told me. Judgment time is here. 

And as it turns out, Marinos was right. "Strictly Per- 
sonal" is practically guaranteed to hit big nationally. 
It's chocked full of nifty riffs and tungsten hooks, mak- 


ing nearly every one of the 11 songs a winner 
As for Canler. he does a great job on the guitar side of 
things, so I guess he’s earned his place in the Roman- 
tics. From here on out, I’ll refer to him as the Roman- 
tics’ guitarist," rather than as “the new guy.” 

Much of the praise for the LP’s rich sound goes to the 
producer. Mike Stone, who’s best known for producing 
Journey. As a matter of fact, the one or two cuts that 
don’t work on “Strictly Personal’’ sound too much Jour- 
ney for my taste. 

Prime radio-bait includes the album's jumpy opener, 
“In The Nighttime." and the Cheap Trick-ish “She’s 
Hot," which is a real treat. Titles like “Spend a Little 
Love On Me," "Why’d You Leave Me,’’ "No One Like 
You," and “C’ mon Girl (Work Out With Me)’’ leave no 
doubt as to the lightness of the lyrics, but who needs 
anything heavy to think about with Reagan in office? 

Besides, this is dance music, and as Jimmy Marinos 
sings on “Bop," “Don’t you try to criticize/You don’t 
have to analyze’’... Well said Jimmy 
There is one thing though — I don’t think the title fits 
the record. “Strictly Personal"? C’mon now, this 
album’s for everybody! Bop be-bop, all night long...

‘Dress up’ vegetables 
for appetite pleaser 


Vegetables certainly get their share of abuse. There are a 
lucky few home gardeners who can enjoy a variety of veget- 
ables at their wholesome best. . .picked, w ashed, cooked just to 
the point of doneness, and simply served. The rest of us don't 
fare as well because by the time most vegetables reach the 
marketplace they are less than perfect. 

The greater the period between picking and cooking, the 
longer the time needed to make them palatable. Nutritive 
values, color, texture and especially flavor are often reduced. 
Just compare a tomato picked fresh from the garden with one 
picked underripe and shipped to the city. They both may have 
a bright red color but that’s where any similarity ends. 

Piquant flavors, different cooking methods and ingenuity in 
combining familiar vegetable varieties can dress vegetables 
up and make them more interesting. Roquefort is a versatile 
blue-veined cheese made from sheep’s milk that helps snap 
vegetables out of their doldrums. Only a small amount is 
needed. 

Sauces are probably the quickest way for the cook to spruce 
up vegetables. They can be made separately from the veget- 
able and poured over it w r hen ready to serve. Or the sauce is 
cooked, then mixed with the vegetable in a casserole dish, 
with or without a topping added, and baked. 

AVOCADO SAUCE 

1 large ripe avocado 

2 tbsp. lemon juice 

1 tbsp. chopped onion 

1 oz. Roquefort cheese, crumbled 

2 tsps. cornstarch 

Slice the avocado, dipping each slice in the lemon juice. Com- 
bine all of the other ingredients with the avocado and lemon in 
a blender until smooth. 

ROQUEFORT SAUCE SUPREME 
1 tbsp. butter 
1 tbsp. all-purpose flour 
1 cup heavy cream 


2- l /z ozs. Roquefort cheese, crumbled 
Melt the butter in a saucepan ; stir in flour Add cream stirring 
with a whisk until there are no lumps. Add Roquefort and 
continue stirring over low heat until smooth and thick. 

ROQUEFORT-LIMA BEAN CASSEROLE 
1-10 oz. package frozen lima beans, blanched 

1 -Mb cups drained, canned pers cut in bite-size 
Recipe for Roquefort Sauce Supreme 

Drain both the lima beans and pears on toweling to remove as 
much moisture as possible. In a small buttered casserole dish 
alternately layer the beans, pears, and sauce ending up with 
beans, then sauce on top. If a large casserole dish is used the 
sauce recipe may have to be doubled. If desired, top the mis- 
ture with unseasoned, white bread crumbs. Heat, covered, at 
350 F. for about 40 minutes or until the mixture bubbles and is 
heated through 

Makes 4 cups 

BAKED SPINACH GRATIN 
1-10 oz. package frozen chopped spinach 
^ cup minced onion 

2 tbsp. butter 
Va cup milk 

4 large eggs 

cups creamy cottage cheese 
4 ozs. Roquefort cheese, crumbled 
Salt, pepper, nutmeg 

Squeeze all of the w r ater out of the spinach. It should then 
measure l /z cup Saute the onion in the butter for 2 minutes 
until softened Add the spinach and cook, stirring for another 2 
minutes. Remove pan from the heat Stir in the milk and let 
the mixture cool 

Beat together the eggs, cottage cheese and Roquefort Stir in 
the spinach mixtute. Season with salt, pepper and nutmeg. 
Pour into a greased baking dish. Bake for 35-40 minutes at 350 
F or until a knife inserted in the center comes out clean.

Oh, dear ! You say your husband decided to go fishing with the boys and brought 
home a few for the freezer, and there you are with 10 salmon , not knowing what to do 
with them? Well, have no fear, there’s plenty that can be done with a salmon, or 
twoj ..or three... t 

If you know' someone with a backyard smokehouse , ask them to smoke one for you 
Smoked fish is like manna from heaven in the McD household . Paired up with cheese 
and some good deli bread or seasoned crackers, it makes a great midnight snack 
You can also cut the salmon into steaks and freeze for later use, or if you want to 
impress your family with a “fancy cooking,” but not that hard to prepare meal, 
trying stuffing a whole salmon and serving it with a lemon butter sauce. 

This is a tasty recipe for entertaining or large family gatherings, that can be 
prepared with the one that didn’t get away, or a fresh salmon from the market. 

• Begin with a salmon that’s been cleaned and boned The stuffing combines corn- 
bread with bread cubes and a variety of spices. The end result is lavish praise from 
the hungry horde. 

STUFFED SALMON 

One:4 to 5 pound salmon, cleaned, boned and head removed 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice

Heat oven to 425 degrees. For salmon, wash in cold water and pat dry Sprinkle 
cavity with lemon juice and salt. 

For stuffing, combine corn bread, bread cubes, egg. parsley, salt, pepper and 
thyme in large bowl; mix well. Melt butter in medium skillet; saute remaining 
ingredients for four or five minutes, or until tender. Toss with bread mixture. Spoon 
dressing into cavity of salmon, filling completely. Close cavity of fish with string. 
Place on a large, foil-lined baking sheet Bake for 45 to 50 minutes, or until fish flakes 
easily. 

For the LEMON BUTTER SAUCE: Mix 1 cup clarified butter, tablespoons chop- 
ped fresh parsley or 1 teaspoon dried parsley flakes, and 2 teaspoons lemon juice; 
.mix well. Serve with warm with stuffed salmon. 

NOTE: To clarify butter, melt butter in small saucepan. Remove from heat; let 
stand until milk solids settle to bottom of pan Pour clarified butter into bowl . leaving 
milk^solids in pan. 

Then recipe makes 10 to 12 servings 

If you have the time, you can make your corn bread from scratch Here’s that 
recipe: 

CORN BREAD 

1 cup enriched corn meal 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
- Vz teaspoon salt 
1 cup milk 
1 egg, beaten 
V4 cup vegetable oil 

Heat oven to 425 degrees. Grease an 8-inch square baking pan. Combine corn 
meal, flour, baking powder and salt. Add milk, egg and oil; mix just until dry 
ingredients are moistened Bake in prepared pan 20 to 25 minutes.

Collette: ‘Our biggest victory [ 


Belleville comes of grid age-humbles Trenton 


Coach Jack Castignola and his Tren- 
ton Trojans marched into Belleville F ri- 
day night seeking the veteran coach’s 
200th triumph, but when they retreated 
they took with them their first frustrat- 
ing loss of the 1981 high school football 
season 

Belleville served notice via a 23-7 vic- 
tory over the previously undefeated and 
state-ranked Trojans that the Tigers 
"have come of age " 

"It was the biggest victory of my 
career," said Belleville Coach Michael 
Colletta, who poured out every superla- 
tive possible in describing the win * You 
can’t say enough about each and every 
one of our players Everyone of them did 
their job and the results reflected that." 

Colletta said that he wasn’t surprised 
that his Tigers won , • 'but what surprised 


me is the way we dominated the game ” 

And the Tigers did just that 

Except for a brief moment midway in 
the opening quarter, when Trenton pul- 
led a reverse on the kickoff return, it 
was all Belleville That reverse netted 
the visitors a 90-yard touchdown run by 
John Walters and lifted them to a 7-3 
lead 

Colletta used the trick play" to his 
advantage, he said. 

"I told our kids that if they (Trenton) 
had to use a trick play to score on us. 
then they can't be that tough The kids 
went right out after them." Colletta 
added 

Belleville drew first blood as Sam Vil- 
la booted a 32-yard field goal early in the 
game to give the Tigers a 3-0 lead That 
3-pointer was set up by Keith Mixon’s 
interception of a Trenton pass at the 39 


After Villa marched his team to the Tro- 
jan 15-yard line, the offense stalled and 
Colletta decided to go for the field goal 
Belleville took command of the game 
for good midway in the second quarter 
when they scored the go-ahead touch- 
down Villa again engineered the drive 
that started on the Tiger 8-yard line and 
ended with the senior quarterback 
sneaking over from six-yards out on the 
bootleg 

A third-down and 11 crucial play 
which Villa picked Roy Templeman as 
his receiver kept the drive alive as the 
Tigers completed a 15-yard pass for the 
first down 

And in that 91-yard drive — the longest 
in recent Belleville history — running 
back Keith Gates contributed 33 yards 
After Villa kicked the extra point. Bel- 


leville had a 10-7 edge, and the Tigers 
managed to protect that margin the rest 
of the way. They added to it in the third 
quarter when Gates crashed over from 
the one to culminate a 57-yard sustained 
drive started by Kevin Saunderson’s 
fumble recovery at the Belleville 43- 
yard line 

Villa, however, failed to connect on 
the point after, ending a string of 20 con- 
secutive PATs which included 12 in a 
row this year 

Belleville added an insurance touch- 
down in the last quarter on Gates’ 
second tally of the game, a sparkling 
73-yarder Villa then converted to give 
the Tigers a 23-7 edge 

Gates, who has scored 42 points this 
year, finished the game with a pair of 
TDs, and 175 of the team’s 278-yards 


rushing The senior running back had 23 
carries Teammate mark Donaldson 
rushed for 62 yards on 11 tries.

Last week I began the saga of being on a 7-day chartered fishing trip to the 
wilds of Canada, feeling like a “fish out of water” because of my total indiffer- 
ence for the sport. 

But I willingly volunteered to make this trip so there was no coercion used to 
get me there. 

My wife and six others were totally immersed in hauling in large Walleyes and 
a few Pike from the chilled waters of Lake Abamasaki. In the meantime, a 
landlubber like me had nothing to do to pass the time except count the leaves in 
the trees and catch up on a little reading. 

When you last saw me last week. I was lying on the dock studying the shoreline 
while my companions had all gone to catch some Walleye on our first day in the

yjj I described part of the scenery last week and finished with a refreshing de- 
* the P a th that led to the pair of matching, rust-colored outhouses. 

I told of the two cabins that housed the four married couples invaded this quiet 
shangri-la for fishermen. One cabin had a green roof and the other had silver 
kfffngles. 

From the silver-thatched cabin on the western edge of the clearning, the woods 
obliterated everything in sight along the western shoreline The shimmering 
emerald green waters of Lake Abamasaki, bordered in tree-shaped shadows on 
e&ch side, stretched as far as the eye could see. Another path wound its way 
% b$Fide the caretaker’s canvas-covered hut, rambling in zig-zag fashion to 
another small cabin. Inside this structure is the ice--cut in chunks six feet thick 
in wintertime — packed between heavy layers of sawdust to keep it from melting 
put behind the icehouse a few mosquito-infested yards away is a spring and a 
-pi^mp to furnish fresh water. Sometimes it needs to be primed and sometimes it 
cranks awful hard, but the effort is well-rewarded with thirst-quenching gulps of 
cold, fresh water. Pails and buckets of water are filled at the pump and carried to 
the cabins. 

Once inside, the buckets are set on a modern sink counter with six white 
cabinets above it. a 10-foot formica-covered top and an 18-inch square stainless 
, steel basin in the center. Five large drawers and two more good-sized cabinets on 
th£ wall provide additional space. A 4 by 5-foot window, bedecked with drying 
hind tow-els draped over a curtain rod, and ripening red tomatoes on the sill, 
fetches to the edge of a white enamel stove. 

Four burners and a good-sized oven await the cook 's twist of the wrist to turn to 
b]pe flame. Snake-like tubing runs from the green propane tanks outside the 
c$rin to the stove and to two gas lights which burn brightly like electric light 
b\jlbs. A 42-inch gas-electric refrigerator stands next to the stove. 

d n the center of the 20 by 25 foot cabin is a oval-shaped table, surrounded by 
■modern, cushioned kitchen chairs. Along the west wall, separated by an old wood 
stove, are double bunk beds with a roll-away bed at each end. 

,^€ince two married couples share the cabin, the top bunk is used as a handy 
shelf. Lining one bunk shelf are assorted items, including a bottle of aspirin, 
.mouthwash, a small round mirror on a stand, two bottles of suntan lotion, a tube 
.hj^cothpaste, a hairbrush, two Bibles and other books, first-aid spray, movie and 
'Snapshot film, a toothbrush, a purse and a silly-looking green floppy hat that 
looks like it was inspired by Kermit the Frog 
'rmWe’ve been here now four days. 

The bare wooden floor creaks with each step and certain places feel like 
they’re going to give way when you walk. It rained the first three days we were 
h£re. The mosquitoes fly around you from morning til night like overdue bill 
-collectors. Black flies and other bugs and flying creatures are ready to make a 
bH>od withdrawal — even without proof of identity. 

. ^The makers of Off — the insect repellant — madeabundleoffofus. Weuseit 
morning, noon and night. It seems like church service all the time here in the 
^wilderness because someone is always saying , “Let us spray ' ' My face and neck 
Itches from a 4-day growth of beard and stubble. 

- -The toilets are outside, the nights are cold and we re miles from civilization. 
The only way to signal for help is by lighting a flare and setting it on the dock 
. Then you hope and pray some airplane pilot sees it and comes to your rescue. I ve 
been tempted to light a flare in the middle of the night, but didn t have the nerve. 
^Bosides, it s so dark outside at night, you can’t see your hand in front of your face, 
i But my seven companions, many who have come up here for years to fish, tell 
I m having a wonderful time. Still, I'm looking for that pontoon plane to fly in 
atyi take us out in three days. But who knows? 

„ -JVhen I thaw out, wipe off several gallons of insect spray and repellant, get up 
enough nerve to go out in a boat, and learn to visit the outhouse on the hill after 
d^rk, I may realize that I did have a wonderful time after all! ! !

‘His’ preparations

At this point, wedding attire should 
be ordered, and the groom should dis- 
cuss wedding attire with his atten- 
dants. 

One month 

One month in advance, the groom 
should order flowers for the bride, 


both mothers' corsages and bouton- 
nieres for the men in the wedding 
party. 

He should also select presents for 
the bride and his attendants, order 
gloves and ties for ushers (making 
certain, of course, that they have 
ordered their own attire; and see that 
all necessary documents are in order. 

Two weeks 

Two weeks before, the groom should 
check honeymoon arrangements and 
make final payment, arrange for 
transporation from the wedding to the 
honeymoon departure point, check on 
arrangements for bachelor dinner, 
and go with his fiancee to get their 
marriage license. 

One week 

One week before, the groom should 
pack for the honeymoon, move belong- 
ings to new home, inform attendants of 
time and place of reception, and put 
fee for judge or clergyman in a sealed 
envelope, giving it to his best man to 
deliver 


Groom’s ‘check list’ 


The morning of the wedding, the 
groom is apt to be a bit nervous. 

The following check list, suggested 
by Robert C. Rudofker, president of 
After Six Formals, should help him 
accomplish what he needs to with a 
minimum of confusion. 

• Line up clean underwear and 
appropriate socks beforehand.

This is also a good 
time to plan your seating arrange- 
ments for the reception and to make 
out place cards. 

The week before the wedding, plan 
the rehearsal and visit your beauty 
salon if needed. Make final arrange- 
ments with the photographer, florist, 
caterer and any other services. 

Keeping a checklist of the many 
items to be taken care of will help you 
organize your time efficiently, so that 
when you serenely walk down the 
aisle, you'll have the pleasure of know- 
ing your wedding is as beautiful as 
you've always dreamed it would be.

Shine silver flatware 
— line enamel pan w f ith 
aluminum foil Place sil- 
ver on foil, cover with 
boiling water, add three 
tablespoons of baking 
soda and let sit for a few 
minutes.

To prevent 
sponges which float 
from getting a one-sided 
treatment, anchor them 
under water with a plate 
or other heavy object. 

Deodorize chopping 
board — to clean, wipe 
with a damp towel, 
sprinkled with dry bak- 
ing soda Rinse and dry.

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What you should know about diamonds 



French one in the feminine form and is 
pronounced mar-KEYS. 

The marquise is rather an expensive 
diamond to cut because some of the 
rough stone must be ground away in 
forming the two pointed ends. 

It is a very feminine and graceful 
shape, and has been growing in popu- 
larity as an engagement ring choice in 
recent years It has a great deal of fire 
and sparkle like the brilliant. 

Brilliant cuts 

The pear shape is the English name 
for the French * pendeloque” which is 
related to our word pendant The cut is 
a variation on the brilliant cut. with 
one wide end curving smoothly to a 
point The point of the pear is always 
worn toward the fingernail. 

The emerald cut — a straight-sided 
oblong — goes back centuries to the old 
table-cut method of fashioning gem 
stones, particularly emeralds. But the 
emerald cut diamond is the most re- 
cently developed of all the popular di- 
amond shapes. 

A diamond is forever 

Because of its clean, modern look, 
the emerald cut diamond is most often 
set in platinum, usually with two 
baguette side stones. (Baguettes, by 
the way, are thin and rectangular, 
somewhat like the emerald cut, but 
with fewer facets.) 

As with^anything else, the shape of a 
diamond is a matter of individual taste 
— one is not preferable to another, 
they are all works of art. 

But whatever the size and shape of a 
diamond, one thing is sure — a di- 
amond is truly forever.

Today, a good-quality half-carat 
engagement ring can cost from $800 
up 

Value factors 

It is important to know what factors 
affect the price of a ring. One. natural- 
ly, is the size and quality of the di- 
amond. 

Another is the amount of gold or pla- 
tinum in the design 

Because although diamonds , like ev- 
erything, have increased in price, gold 
has gone up too. This means that a 
wide ring will cost more than a narrow 
ring with the same size diamond 

Putting it another way, for the same 
price you can get a bigger or better 
quality diamond if it s set in a narrow 
band rather than in a wide one 

And it’s the diamond, not its setting, 
that is going to last for a lifetime and 
beyond. Many diamond engagement 
rings have been handed down from 
generation to generation. 

What about shape? 

The shape of the diamond is also a 
factor in its cost In general, the round 
or brillinat cut is less expensive than 
the so-called fancy’* shapes, i.e. the 
marquise, the pear and the emerald 
cut. The reason is simply that more 
rough diamonds are found in nature 
that lend themselves to the brilliant 
cut 

The oval is an adaption of the round 
or brilliant cut and appears larger 
than a brilliant of the same carat 
weight. 

The marquise cut is the name given 
to the diamond shape that is long and 
pointed at both ends. The word is a
